Council with a copy of a food 
canteen bylaw from the City of 
Kitchener. 


Larry Kyte, who operates a 
food canteen in the village, was 
present during Council's discus- 
sions. 


Kyte said he wanted to work 
with Council on the matter. He 
noted that he was the only food 
canteen operator who possessed a 
licence in the village: He added 
that he inquired about village by- 
laws and regulations on food can- 
tcens. before he set up his busi- 


ness. 

Before passing a bylaw, Kyte 
requested Council give him the 
Opportunity to research the pro- 
posed bylaw before it was passed, 
and also be present at the meeting 
when the bylaw would be passed. 


Reeve Tom Deline asked 
Clerk-Treasurer Administrator 
Doug Parks to provide Kyte with 
a copy of the Kitchener bylaw 
which the village bylaw would 
most likely be modelled after. 


Deline said the purpose of the 
village bylaw would be to limit 
numbers and control the cleanli- 
ness of the facilities. He added 
that the creation of the bylaw was 
not due to the existence of Kyte’s - 
business, which he described as 
very clean.

Vegetation control continues 
on Ontario Hydro high tension lines 


Area residents may have,no- 
deed a helicopter constantly g0- 
ing up and down in the sky. Not to 
worry. the copter was not experi- 
encing any mechanical difficul- 
ties, 1f was just dropping off and 
picking up Lakeland Hydro work- 
cés who are once again spraying 
vegetation that can grow high 
enough to interfere with hydro 
lines. 

The crews began operations 
on May 24 on Highway 41. The 
project tinished up last week. A 
spray mixture of one’ litre of 
diphenoprop BK 700 sodium TCA 
to 100 litres of water ts used. 

The TCA kills pines. cedars, 
balsam and evergreens, while the 
diphenoprop takes care of ma- 
ples. poplar, oaks, birch, 
hardwoods. Spraying 1s done se- 
lecuvely, with the crew staying 
away from fruit trees, sumacs, 
etc. and they never spray nedr 
water systems, like lakes. creeks, 
ponds, étc. The process 1s carried 
out every six years. 

The cheinicals used are proven 
tohave no effecton animals and is 
registered with Agriculture 
Canada. 

The chemicals turn foliage on 
the trees brown as well as the 
grass, but the grass will come 
back. 

The helicopter is a convenient 
way to transport the crews. With 
the rough terrain in the area it 
would take about two and half 
hours to drive to tower lines, but

Council fears proposed waterway 
cutbacks will impact on economy

The town of Campbellford is 
less than impressed with the pro- 
posed federal government cul- 
backs in hours of operation, the 
subsequent loss of service and the 
possible introduction of user fees 
for the Trent-Severn Waterway. 

Council has authorized draft- 
ing a letter expressing the town’s 
serious concern over the impact 
proposed cutbacks would impose 


‘on the community. 


Mayor Cathy Redden, who at- 
tended one of the public meetings 
held by the TS W in Trenton, said 
the move by Parks Canada to ini- 
tiate cutbacks “is simply not ac- 
ceptable.” She said it 1s bound to 
hurt the local economy because 


boaters would need to get through ° 


the locks faster as aresult of fewer 
hours of operation, reducing stay- 
overs in Campbellford. 

“We need to make our voices 
heard on this issue,’ she pointed 
out at the last council meeting. 
“We have to demonstrate bur ob- 
jection along with other water- 
way communities involved.” 

The reaction comes following 
the Canadian Heritage announce- 


' ment that Parks —— would be 


undertaking a comprehensive re- 

view of user fees, including visi- 

tor-fees, property and realty 
charges, as well as levels of serv- 
ice on the canal. 

It could involve charging fees 
for parking at some lockstations, 
boat launch ramps at some 
lockstations and seasonal moor- 
ing permits. 

A recent Operational Review 
of Canals confirmed hat canals 
are a vital component of the Parks 
and should continue to be oper- 
ated as a system providing for 
through navigation. The review 
recognized, however, that costs 
of operation far outweigh rev- 
enues received for services pro- 
vided. 

The review deducted the pos- 
sibility of introducing certain new 
fees, noting that administrative 
changes and reductions in level of 
overhead fiave already taken 


_ place. These changes include a 


reduction of 10 per cent in the 
goods and services budget, dele- 
tion of eight vacant positions and 
the identification of six positions 
to be surplused, all in manage- 
ment, administration and mainte- 
nance. 

“The budget reduction for i994 
was $295,000, representing -a 
three per cent decease from the 
total 1993 Canal operating dudget 
of $9.75 million. 

To accommodate a further re- 
duction of $295,000 for 1995, the 
report proposes the following 
changes: 


* Delaying call back of se- 
lected operations staff from April 
1 to May 1; 

* Reduction of long hours dur- 
ing the main navigation season of 
two hours per day to 10 hotrs per 
day (end of June to mid August) 
and one hour per day (mid-Au- 
gust to Labour Day) to 10 hours 
per day; 

* Reduction of current ex- 
tended hours on weekends in May, 
June, September and October to 
eight hours per day. 

The proposed reduction of 
hours of operation for the naviga- 
tion season will result in a loss of 
177 hours and would result in a 
savings of $247,000. 

Informal contacts with boaters 
and business owners indicated that 
if hours are to be reduced it was 
better to reduce the length of the 
day as opposed to the season. 

Public meetings have already 
been held in Trenton, Bobcaygeon 
and Orillia.

He did so on Aug. 22 and an 
informal meeting was held at the 
Donegal Community Centre. 

At the meeting, Mr. Castnilli 
was kind enough to explain the 
legalities of the sie selection proc- 
ess and how it pertained to our 
particular site. His advice was 
that we should lobby municipal. 
county and provincial officials for 
more aggressive waste diversion 
- plans. © 


He said we should use this bniet 
delay to try and get officials to 
change the direction of waste 
management away from landfill 
sites on farmland. 

All in attendance left with the 
feeling we have very capable le- 
gal assistance. 

The regular meeting of the 
NACC was held on Aug. 24 at the 
Donegal Community Centre. We 
have a new fund-raismg item for 
sale in addition to the T-shirts, 
buttons and birdhouses.

“Terry Fox really had some- 
thing inside driving him on,” said 
monument sculptor Mantfed 
Pirwity, of Oakville, adding, “I 
don’t know what it was, but it was 
strong.” 


Pirwitz worked to find a sculp- 
ture design that represented the 
spirit and qualities of Terry Fox, 
among them what it means to be a 
proud Canadian. 

The monument bears all the

County Council tells 
dump consultants to 
look at new data 


New assessment info 
and MNR mapping 
should be applied

Peterborough Cty. - Counts 
council has re-affirmed tts Aug. 4

Level HH be updated at this point 
inthe process. 

“It as recognized that site 
searches must proceed on the ba 
sis Of existing, readily available 
sources applicable across the study 
area, and that of necessity. these 
data sources will usually not be 


_ absolutely current and will con- 


tain errors and omissions,” Mr. 
Walmsley says. ° 

He adds that the Ministry of 
Environment and Energy's envi- 
ronmental assessment advisor 
working with the City/County “has 
confirmed that if the most up-to- 
date sources were used at the time 
of data collection, recognizing:

The basis for this fundamental 
shift is that we are talking about 
valuable resources-not garbage. 
We want a zero waste socicty 
where all our used matenals are 
later reused or recycled. Building 
new large incinerators and mega- 
landfills perpetuates the destruc 
tron of Our resources for atjleast 
another 20 years, the life span of 
most of these facilities 

The first step in shifting from 
“garbage disposal” to “resource 
management’ ts tofocus on maxt- 
mizing diversion from disposal-- 
our reduction, reuse and recy- 
cling programmes. The province 
has set a goal of SO per cent diver- 
ston. by the year 2000--six years 
¢rom now. Is this a realistic goal? 
Is it too modest? Diverting halt 
our wastes from disposal means 
we are sull destroying half of these 
used, but valuable resources. Do 
we have to be this wasteful? 

Ontarid Government employ 
ees reached this 50 percent goal 
nearly a year and a half ago, ac- 
cording to a February 1993 news 
release. 

Preliminary data for Trenton 
shows they are now at about 50 
percent. six years ahead of sched- 
ule. 

Sidney Township is now di- 
verting 63 per cent of its waste 
from «disposal! Twenty waste 
streams from their recyeling pro- 
grammes are being shipped to 
market. Empty aerosol cans and 
paint cans were recently added to 
the list of marketable materials. 

Any family that has taken it 
upon itself to try to reduce their 
wastes can tell you that the SO per 
cent goal is not hard toreach.even 
without much co-operation from 
local government. 

The government selected the 
SO per cent target because they 
lacked confidence in the people 
of Ontario but they are wrong! 
Anytime the government has pro- 
vided people with an opportunity 
to protect the environment, the 
response has been immediate and 
very strong. The blue box pro- 
gram has been rapidly accepted 
everywhere it has been intro- 
duced. Backyard composters pro- 
vided by governments have been 
snapped up immediately. 

Leading North American con- 
sultants hired by citizen groups in 
the Metro area have reported that 
“itis quite feasible to reach an 8] 
per cent diversion rate for wastes 
from disposal by thé year 2000.” 

Recently published figures 
(November 1993) from the On- 
tario Ministry of the Environment 
and Energy agree with this con- 
clusion and show that diversion 
rates up to 83 per cent are posst- 
ble. 

Diverting SO per cent of our 
wastes from disposal would have 
several important and positive 
consequences. We would need 
fewer disposal facilities.

They claim that newer incin- 
erators with their scrubbers and 
baghouses are much more effec- 
live atremoving pollutants before 
they leave the stack than were 
earlier incinerators. Is this claim 
true?

How do newer incinerators 
perform?

They have installed a work- 
ing model at the Ontario Science 
Centre if you are interested in 
seeing this remarkable machine 
in action. 

Cathy Turnerand Ted Boote, 
along with members of other con- 
cemed citizen's groups, also made 
excellent presentations to the 
WMSC. At this meeting, the 
WMSC directed the consultants 
Proctor and Redfern to do a 
comparative review of Level III 
of the process using updated in- 
formation pertaining to the long 
list of 17 sites. It is estimated that 
this study will take one month to 
complete. /

It used to be trash. Now it's 
waste and I’m supposed to man- 
age 11. A sad commentary on the 
erosion of yet another cherished 
pillar of our civilization, the local 
dump. 

Recently, | received my new 
dump card. The good old days of 
the community exchange, when 
neighbours could socialize while 
picking over each other's dis-« 
carded junk are now restricted to 
garage sales. Vanishing is the trad- 
ing ritual of pick ups parked 
tailgate to tailgate at the dump, 
shuttling stuff back and forth with- 
Out ever throwing it out. 

. Dumpdemise is good news for 

flea markets, where one gets to 
pay for that which used to be 
picked up there for free. Revenue 
Canada is cheering the disappear- 
ance of this underground 
economy. It is a sad day, how- 
ever, for tomorrow's archaeolo- 
gists. ; 

Closed dumps herald the end 
of bear watching at dusk, skunk 
avoidance at dawn and fly dodg- 
ing ad infinitum. Also, crows, 
gulls, rats, smells, dust and squishy 
things underfoot. Now they all 
require dump cards too. 

I remembef when I put trash 
and laundry in similar green bags. 
And one day threw out the wrong 
one. Irretrievable now with re- 
stricted access. Then I spent the 
afternoon rooting around in the 
dump for my errand duds; now I’d 
have to wash “n” wear garbage. 
Some choice. ; 


With tipping fees, there'll be 
no more neighbourly taking of 
communal garbage. Not when 
charges of overdumping or card. 
fraud could be pending. Besides, 
who knows what illegal sub- 
stances a neighbour might be try- 
ing to smuggle in? 

My dump is a fortress. Gates, 
fences and guards - called 
dumpmeisters.

dry scrubber for pollution con- 


trol) were fined $200,000 in Au- 


gust, 1991 for emitting high lev- 
els of nitrogen oxide (a contnbu- 
tor to smog). 

In November of the same year 
they were fined $262,000 tor re- 
leasing unacceptably high 
amounts of mercury, sulphur di- 
oxide, and nitrogen oxide. Twoot 
the other three incinerators in New 
Jersey. one built in 1988 and the 
other in 1990, and both equipped 
with pollution controls, were also 
fined amounts totalling $216,600 
foremission violations in Novem- 
ber of 1991. 

Ogden Martin, operator of the 
Lake County, Florida incinerator 
(built in 1991 and equipped with 
baghouse and scrubber) was cited 
by state environmental officials 
for burning plants sprayed with 
the tungicide Benlate which has 
been reported to cause skin tu- 
mours, dizziness and burning 
eves 

The July 26, 1992 Daily Com- 
mercial reported: “Residents from 
us faraway as Center Hill say they 


‘ have noted the odour. Some way 


H smells ike paint thinner; others 
deseribe if as sour acid. The rest- 
dents say they are Convinced ol 
the source: the Luke County in- 
cinerator 
“Residents who live within six 
miles of the memerator are con 
vinced that Ogden’s plant ts pos- 
ing a-health threat. Mary Ann 
Franklin said her allergies have 
flared up since January. Mary 
Tripp. a nurse who lives in 
Leesburg, said she noticed astrong 
odour of paint thinner or insecti- 
cide wafting in the air when she 
drove near the meimerator plant.” 
~ “Twas gagging in the car,” she 
said. “I thought | was gomg to 
throw up. I couldn't breathe.” 
“Tripp says ever since the inci- 
dent, she has had more than six 
asthma attacks. Estel Mernt said, 
“Itsmells funny. As long as I stay 
inthe house I’m fine. Butif.I have 
to go out Tl get laryngitis all day. 
When Llay down I'll start cough- 
ing. It wasn't that way before.” 
The Indianapolis, Indiana 1n- 
cinerator, which began operation 
in 1988, and is equipped with 
baghouse and scrubber, was cited 
by the federal Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency for over 6,000 
permit violations over a two-year 
period. Violations included by- 
passing the pollution controls 18 
to 20 times. This incinerator had 
27 boiler tube failures in one year. 
There is a big difference be- 
tween what today’s incinerator 
promoters promise and what ac- 
tually happens im practice.

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Ignoring Supreme Court 
decision by allowing 
out-of-season fishing 


The federal and Ontano gov- 
ernmments have annownced that 
they will ignore a Supreme Court 
of Canada decision that prevented 
central Ontario natives from tak- 
ing fish and wildlife resources 
out-of-season. 

By signing the 1923 Williams 
Treaty, seven central Ontario na- 
tive bands agreed to hunt and fish 
within legally prescribed seasons 
and limits to protect conserva- 
tion. The treaty paid the bands the 
1994 equivalent of $20 million, 

This past spring, the Supreme 
Court of Canada declared the 
treaty valid and stated that fed- 


gral/provincial seasons and regu- 
lations apply to all equally inthe 
area of jurisdiction 

But now, both federal and On- 
turio povernments have an 
nounced plans to. allow the 
Williams Treaty natives special 
licences pernuiting them to hunt 
and fish outside conservation laws. 
The treaty bounds an area that 
covers most-of central Ontario; 
from just north of Toronto, to 
north of Lake Simcoe, and east to 
Rice Lake and Peterborough. It 
covers the heart of Ontario's tour-

The ministry can tivoke the 
new licensing system because of 
the new federal regulations. The 
new system could lead toa lack ot 
season or limit restrictions on har- 
vest, similar to the current situa- 
tion affecting other Ontario na- 
lives. 

The OFAH fears that the proc- 
ess could sign a death warrant for 

Scentral Ontario's fisheries and 
seriously impact on other wildlife 
interests. 

“The lakes within the Williams 
Treaty area are already under tre- 
mendous pressure and they sup- 
porta aan tournnsm industry.” 
said Smelizer. “Thereis solid bio- 
logical evidence to show that they 
cannot support any sustained har- 
vestincrease. Therefore, any fish- 
ing outside regular seasons will 
put the fishertes in danger. That 
was our case to the Supreme Coun 
and I’m sure it was one of the 
reasons the Justices upheld the 
treaty. 

The regulations were changed 
by Federal Fisheries “Minister 
Bran Tobin and Ontario Natural 
Resources Minister Howard 
Hampton, despite the fact that 
three previous fisheries ministers 
denied the regulatory request from 
Ontario, citing insufficient public 
consultation, Smelizer said that 
Ontario misled the federal gov- 
emment by saying there had been 
“an intensive round of consulta- 
tions,” including with the OFAH. 

“This is, to be straightforward, 
alice.

duced to the camera system, he 
decided to install them in his fleet 
of buses. 

’ To deal with a problem now, 
with the video camera system, the 
tape is taken to the school and 
played for the principal. A pink 
slip is filled out and depending on 
the severity of the incident the 
student or students can receive a 
wamuing, a three-day suspension 
Of a year’s suspension. Foley said 
he has had all three penalties 


handed out to students riding his 


buses. 

Though he didn’t keep an offi- 
cial record, Foley saifi he thinks 
the cameras have cut down on bus 


problems by about 50 per cent. 


The camera boxes contain a 
one-way mirror so that the cam- 
era is not visible from the outside. 


Former Earl Prentice Public 
School Vice Principal Shirley 
Hay, who has had experience with 
the school bus camera sysiem 
described it as an “effective tool”. 
, She added that the cameras 
allowed administrative staff to see 


‘ what children were doing and the 


circumstance that-led up to cer- 
tain incidents. 

The cameras have definitely 
modified the behavior of most 
students riding the buses, accord- 
ing to Hay. 

The only drawback of the 
school bus camera system is that 
because of the Freedom of Infor- 
mation and Protection of Privacy 
Act, parents cannot view the tapes. 
Under the Act, only the bus driver, 
bus owner, school principal and 
school board transportation di- 
rector can view the tapes.

Tweed: Every now and then a 
dynamic personality comes along: 
a person so charismatic that he 
can grab his audience; then wrap
